Pre­ 
liminary estim ate for 32 independent 
establishm ents of the government to­ 
tal $656,500,000 for 1931 against 
ap­ 
propriations of $600,000,000 in the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, ending June 80, 1930. 
The increase is in the veterans' bu­ 
reau, which will need $606,226,000 next 
year against $097,967,000 in 1930. 
These 32 establishm ents require, on 
the average, approximately one-fifth 
of the total budget, but the president 
has no figures as yet which enables 
him to estim ate the total of the 1931 
budget for the various executive de­ 
partments, the legislative 
establish­ 
m ent and the post office. 
From all these departments 
com­ 
bined, however, fiscal experts antici­ 
pate increased budget estim ates. How 
great these increases will be will de­ 
pend in a large measure upon the out­ 
come of the naval reduction negotia­ 
tions, progress made In revision of 
postal rates to elim inate the postoffice 
deficit, and the alacrity with which 
the army general staff can reduce ex­ 
penses 
through 
the 
reorganisation 
study recently suggested by the presi­ 
dent. 
But even should the regular execu­ 
tive departments keep down their es­ 
tim ates to the 1930 figures, the whole 
governmental organization will still 
require vastly more money next year. 
The federal farm board, which haa 
$151,600,000 this year, has not yet sub­ 
mitted a preliminary estim ate of 1981 
needs. 
Whatever the farm board de­ 
mands above $150,000,000 next 
year 
will represent increased outlay 
for 
the government as a whole. 
In addition, the president has al­ 
ready approved a $10,000,000 prison 
building program and $2,600,000 addi­ 
tional for public buildings in Wash­ 
ington. 
The 16 cruiser naval building 
program,

wards of $20,000,000 for the 1981 por­ 
tions. 
W hite House expenses are estimated 
at $402,320 for 1931, against appropri­ 
ations of $611,944 in the current year.
